At that house Col. Morgan organized 
his famous regiment of riflemen and 
marched to Boston, a distance of six 
hundred miles, to Join Washington'* 
army. The men were dressed Iii deer­ 
skin coats ami coonskin caps and were 
armed with those long-barreled rifle* 
that they used with such telling effect 
in the battles of the Revolution. At 
the battle of Saratoga, when Burgoyne 
asked why the oitieer* of his unny 
who were killed had been Hint In the 
head, he was informed that it was the 
Morgan rtfliinen who were responsi­ 
ble. 
He remarked (tint it was of no 
tm* to fight with such an army urn! 
that he might nu well surrender.
